Santiago, Chile, Nor. 13.—One thou­ 
sand or more are dead and many thou­ 
sands homeless and in want as a re 
suit of the earthquake disaster in 
Chile. 
In addition to heavy casualties of 
dead and injured at Copiapo and Co- 
quimbo, it was reported that 500 were 
killed at Vallenar and the surround­ 
ing district. Vallenar was virtually 
destroyed and the survivors are in a 
critical condition. 
It seems certain 
that there have been casualties in 
other towns and villages around Co­ 
piapo to the south. 
Already 24 bodies have been recov­ 
ered at Coquimbo, where it is known 
there are IOT) or more dead.

It was earthquake and tidal wave 
combined that accounted for the vast 
destruction in the provinces of Anto­ 
fagasta.

There must have been 
such a tearing at the bottom of the 
sea that immense quantities of water

Several times the ocean swept out­ 
ward and came back in the great 
wavet flooding the seaports and in 
some instances sweeping away the 
front. The violent effects of the tidal 
waves were felt from Antofagasta on 
the north to Valdivia on the south, 
covering about 16 degrees of latitude 
or more than 1,200 miles. 
All types of craft lying in the vari­ 
ous harbors were swept on shore, 
wrecked, or left high and dry, and at 
scores of small ports wharves and 
quays w’ere destroyed. 
Chilean naval 
vessels in the harbor at Talcahuano, 
about 300 miles south of Valparaiso, 
when they felt the force of the waters, 
slipped their cables and proceeded out 
to the open sea. 
President Alessandri has ordered 
the various government departments 
to take all measures possible for the 
relief of the sufferers in the stricken 
districts, those most sorely afflicted 
lying between Coquimbo and Ciapo. 
The navy department has sent ships 
along the coast to aid in the work.

Paris, Nov. 13.—The French foreign 
i office announced that the Greco-Turk­ 
ish peace conference to be held at 
Lausanne had been tentatively set for 
"not later than Nov, 20.” 
Originally the date set for the con­ 
vening of the conference was Nov. 13, 
but the British government desired a 
postponement. 
It was said that the 
British are arguing for a still lacier 
date than Nov. 20, but the French gov­ 
ernment eau not 9ee why a week's 
postponement should not be ample.

The plier structure is slowly re­ 
gaining its balance. 
This is the inference to be drawn 
from the spirited advance in cotton/ 
the continued strength in wool. and 
the rise in grains, not to 
mention 
other farm products. All who under 
stand the basic importance of agri­ 
culture in the nation’s life deplore 
the entire want of harmony between 
farm prices and those of manufactur­ 
ed products, resulting in virtual pros­ 
tration of the rural population. It re­ 
quired no prophet to point out that, 
if the country was to enjoy prosper- 
ity, prices on principal commodities 
must tome into alignment, and that! 
if retail price* and wages maintained 
thetr level or advanced products of 
the farm 
must 
sell 
substantially 
higher- 
The present 
tendency in farm 
Prices comes unmistakably in obedi­ 
ence to economic law. How far the 
movement will extend is problemati­ 
cal. For the country’s good it should 
continue until it brings et least a 25 
per cent advance in many farm pro­ 
ducts. Manufacturers and distribut­ 
ors. for their part, must resist the 
temptation to raise prices

SENSE IN CALIFORNIA. 


In California, where the voters took action on an amazing 
mass of literature at the polls, including thirty measures assumed 
to affect the public weal, at least one measure was singled out 
justly for defeat and quashed by a victory of reasoning minds over 
the utterly irrational and the illogically emotional. That was the 
bill which would have forbidden vivisection.

Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, who represents America in the 
congress of the International Woman’s Suffrage Alliance to be 
held in Rome next spring, declared in an interview with your cor­ 
respondent that Europe is backsliding under male domination 
after woman’s brief post-war ascendancy. 
A renaissance of the “marry-’em-early, treat-’em-rough” spirit 
is manifesting itself, but Mrs. Catt believes the reaction to be 
momentary and unimportant. 
“While the world advances,” she said, “just after the revolu­ 
tionary period and gave women rights they had never asked, the 
women still do not appreciate the tide which carried them beyond 
their own education and desires, and it is natural they are finding 
the level warranted by their own self-consciousness.” 
She attributes the world-wide reaction against feminism also 
to the fact that women throughout Europe are so poverty-stricken 
and harassed by the struggle for food that they have no time to 
think of or care for their rights, and to their disillusionment over 
the revolutionary movements in Russia, Hungary and Germany, 
and over peaceable means of obtaining justice.

The moratorium might need to be extended, and payments 
should not be resumed until Germany is able to discharge them 
from a real budget surplus, which the experts think may be at­ 
tainable in two years. Thus stabilization would depend for suc­ 
cess not on a foreign loan but on development of the conditions of 
production and final settlement of the reparations problem.

"JUST HOW” TO MAKE HOT 
c h o c o l a t e 


Even the lea st experienced house­ 
keeper can make good c o co a ; all she 
need do is follow the directions on 
the can. But when it com es to m ak­ 
ing 
hot 
ch o c o la te — many 
an 
old 
housekeeper has failed at this art. 
For it is an art. There is a decided 
knack required in adding the boiling 
w ater to the m elted cake-chocolate 
so that a sm ooth paste results. 
But for the sake of beginner-house- 
keepers, I am going 
to 
tell 
"just 
how" to m ake this beverage, start­ 
ing at 
the very 
first step of the 
process. 
To Make Four Cups of Hot C hocol­ 
ate: T ake from your pan-cupboard a 
m edium -sized 
double 
boiler 
and 
a 
sm all saucepan. Put bolling w ater in ­ 
to the low er part of the double boiler 
and one and one-half cups of sw eet 
milk in the upper part. then set this 
to cook, covered until the m ilk is 
scalded. 
In the saucepan, m elt one-third of 
a square of unsw eetened cake-chocol­ 
ate. Do this over a low, direct flame. 
(or on a coal range), stirring steadily 
until it is entirely m elted. T he next 
n ext 
stepurjeofD lv 
eotal'rp 
step is to stir into this m elted choc­ 
olate a pinch of salt, one and one- 
third cups of granulated sugar and 
then, gradually one-half cup of boil­ 
ing w ater. This is the critical stage 
of the process—as I have said before. 
! If 
you 
add 
the 
water 
gradually 
enough, stirring gently as you add it, 
you should have a sm ooth paste. If, 
how ever, you do not add it gradually 
enough, your chocolate is apt to sep­ 
arate into tiny particles— and your 


I hot chocolate w ill not be a sm ooth 
cream y beverage 
when 
done. 
Of 
course the m ixture should be allow ed 
j to boil up at this stage, until it is 
sm ooth. 
W hen you have added the half cup 
of hot w ater slow ly, as above directed 
and allow ed the m ixture to boil for a 
few m inutes, until it is sm ooth and 


glossy, it is tim e to add this glossy 
chocolate-m ixture 
to 
the 
scalded 
m ilk which is in the top of the double 
boiler. 
T his, too, should he done 
slow ly, stirrin g constantly; then tile 
cover of the double boiler should be 
once more put on and the hot chocol­ 
ate allow ed to cook until the lunch­ 
eon or supper hour. Just before serv­ 
ing, put an egg-beater of th e w heel 
type into the upper part of the double 
boiler and b ea t the hot chocolate very 
hard for three or four m inutes. T his 
final beating m akes 
it 
frothy 
and 
cream y, and w ill prevent skin form ­ 
ing on it (th is is also true of cocoa. 
This final beating is called "milling" 
the chbcolate.) 
Cocoa is rich enough for o r d in a r y , 
every-day u se on the home table. But 
for a gu est m eal there is no more 
delicious b everage than hot chocolate. 
And, of course, lf the housew ife can 
afford 
w hipped 
cream 
(sw eeten ed 
flavored w ith a few drops of vanilla 
extract), for the top of her served 
hot chocolate, sh e m ay have th e sa t­ 
isfaction of know ing that she has add­ 
ed the final touch of daintiness to 
her menu.
